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WHY CANADA 
'DOLLAR IS AT 
A DISCOUNT 


The following article has been pre- 
pared for the Department of Exten- 
sion by Mr. H. S. Patton: 


The disagreeable but inescapable 
shrinkage in his funds which has to 
be borne by a Canadian travelling in 
the United States or making pur- 
chases there, and the day to day fluc- 
tuation in that rate of discount, have 
compelled Canadians generally to take 
a sudden interest in the mainsprings 
ond mechanism of international ex- 
change, and a mystery hitherto aban- 
doned largely to bankers and bill brok- 
ers. 

It has been represented in certain 
quarters that the discount on Can- 
adian funds in the U. S. is due directly 
to jthe excess of our import over our 
export trade with that country; the 
difference in which for the six- 
year period 1915-20 has aggregated 
1560 million. But this is no new state 
of affairs. Canada has invariably had 
an unfavorable balance of trade with 
its southern neighbor, and yet Can- 
adian funds were never at an appre- 
ciable discount in New York until 1918. 
Evidently some more deep lying cause 
must be sought. 

Exchange rates between any two 
countries are the reflection of the re- 
lative claims which either country has 
upon the other, at any one time. These 
claims arise not only out of merchan- 
dise transactions, but also through 
a great variety of so-called “invisible” 
transactions. Foreign countries have 
claims upon Canada, not only on ac- 
count of the visible goods she imports 
from them, but also-on account of in- 
terest she owes upon the loans, pro- 
fits upon investments of foreign capi- 
tal in the country, premiums due to 
foreign life, fire and marine insur- 
ance companies, charges for shipping 
services, while all remittances made 
by immigrants in Canada to their 
friends abroad, as well as all money 
spent by Canadians touring in other 
countries go to swell the demand in 
Canada for foreign funds. On the 
other hand, Canada holds credit claims 
on other countries, not only on account 
of her merchandise exports as well as 
of~all vremittanges brought in by or 
sent to immigrants or tourists enter- 
ing Canada, but also, for the time 
being, on account of all securities 
which she exports to foreign invest- 
ors. These international claims are 
paper currency which is not legal 
settled—not by the remittance of 
paper currency which is not lega! 
tender except in the country of its 
issue, nor, \wenerally, by the expen- 
sive and chmbersome expedient lof 
shipping gold—but by the drawing of 
bills of exchange which are virtually 
international cheques, by those who 
have credit abroad and the purchase 
of them, through bill brokers or dis- 
count houses, by those having obliga- 
tions abroad. Discount or premium 
rates fluctuate according to the state 
of supply and demand of these bills 
from day to day in the exchange mar- 
ket. At a time when a large quantity 
of interest or dividend payments on 
account of loans and investments in 
Canada is due to American investors, 
the damend for bills on the U. S. in 
crder to remit would be so great as to 
make them command a premium. On 
the other hand, at a time when large 
movements of Canadian grain were 
taking place across the line, a great 
many bills on the U. S. might be of- 
fered on the exchanges, causing them 
to sustain a discount. If the rates of 
premium or discount rose above or 
fell below the so-called “gold points” 
—where it would be cheaper to pay 
‘arriage and insurance charges on 
gold remittances than pay the prem- 
ium or lose the account—then gener- 
ally, a movement of gold would take 
place between the two countries. 
Thus, prior to the war, and the impo- 
sition of embargoes on gold by al! the 
belligerents, fluctuations were confin 
ed within narrow, fractional limits. 

Up to 1918 Canada’s balance of in- 
debtedness to the U. S. was normally 
settled by discounting in New York 
Canadian drafts on London, with 
which Canada had not only a large 
favorable trade balance, but also ex- 
tensive credits on account of Canadian 
securities sold in the British market. 
By this triangular method of exchange 
Canada was able to meet her large an- 
naul obligations to her big neighbor, 
without impairment of the dollar ex- 
change rate, and with a minimum of 
gold transfer. 

During the war the enormous pur- 
chases of foodstuffs, supplies and 
munitions and the huge loans which 
Great Britain placed in the United 
States on her own and her Allies’ ae- 
count, accompanied by the virtual ces- 
sation of British exports to America, 
produced an overwhelming credit bal- 
ance in favor of the U, S. By a vast 
mobilization of her gold resources 
from all quarters of the globe (some 
$1200 million worth of which passed 
through the vaults of the Dominion 
treasury), and later, by the sale 
of vast quantities of British held Am- 
erican securities, Great Britain was 
able to maintain sterling exchange in 
America at a practically unifrom rate 
of $4.76 7-16, until with the entry of 
America into the war the U. 8. treas- 
ury became the Allies’ banker. When, 
however, the American government 
advances ceased, and the British gov- 
ernment removed its control over ex- 


change on March 21, 1919, sterling * send 


rat s in New York immediately broke, 
and Montreal — New York rates 
straighway followed suit. This was 
owing to the fact that Canada could 
no longer settle its indebtedness to 
the U. 8S. by drawing on its British 
credits, since Canada herself had ex- 
tended large credits to Great Britain 
by means of her Victory Loans, on 
account of the foodstuffs and muni- 
tions supplied on so considerable a 
scale by this country during the latter 
part of the war. Since most of the 
countries to whom Great Britain made 
loans during the war, and advanced 
export credits since the armistice, are 
unable to discharge their liabilities to 
her, she in turn is unable to settle hee 
vast obligations to America or her les- 
ser debts to Canada. Consequently 
sterling must remain at a heavy dis- 
count, despite day to day point rises, 
until either Europe can begin to pay, 
or a general cancellation or defer- 
ment of debts be effected. And unti! 
sterling exchange recovers the Can 
adian dollar must remain at a dis- 
count in New York. Canada has, of 
course, considerable favorable trade 
balances in other countries such as 
Australia, South Africa, Belgium, 
France, not to mention Greece and 
Roumania (to which Canada extended 
considerable export credits after the 
war), but all these countries are also 
more or less heavily indebted to the 
U. S. and their currencies are at even 
greater discounts. Thus it is impos- 
sible, under present conditions, for 
Canada to adjust her obligations to 
the U. S. by the pre-war method of 
triangular? or indirect exchange. 

The restoration of the Canadian 
dollar to par in New York by direct 
transactions with the U. S. could be 
brought about theoretically in three 
ways: (1) By the balancing of our 
exports and imports, both visible and 
invisible, with the U. S.; (2) by set- 
tling our liabilities through gold re- 
mittances; or (3) by raising suffi- 
cient additional loans in New York. 

(1) For the decade during 1911-20 
Canada’s merchandise imports from 
the U. S. were practically double her 
exports to that country—$5105 mil- 
lion as against $2500 million, an av- 
erage annual adverse balance of $250 
million, It is true that within the last 
year this disparity has been appre- 
ciably reduced, For the twelve months 
ending August, 1921, our exports to 
the U. S. dropped by $50 million over 
the preceding twelve months, while 
cur American imports declined by 
$220 million. The U. S. emergency 
tariff, which went into effect on May 
28 last, is, however, noticeably re- 
stricting the export of Canadian agri- 
cultural produce, the decline in the 
value of commodities affected being 
over 30 per cent. during the first four 
months of its enforcement, compared 
with the corresponding period in 1920. 
No single country is more nearly self- 
sufficing than the U.S., whereas Can- 
ada is largley dependent on her big 
neighbor for coal, cotton, minerals 
oils, and many kinds of machinery and 
manufactures, An equilibrium of mer- 
chandise exports and imports between 
the two countries can indeed scarcely 
be anticipated within a proximate per- 
iod. 

(2) We have noted that within pre- 
war times a bill in exchange below the 
gold points would be adjusted by re- 
mittances of gold to the creditor coun- 
try. For two reasons Canada cannot 
row resort to this normal means of 
regulation. Before the war all Do- 
minion notes issued in excess of the 
amount of $50 million (for which a 
25 per cent. gold reserve was main- 
tained), were required to be covered 
by dollar for dollar gold deposits. All 
Dominion notes were redeemable at 
the various sub-treasury offices. The 
extraordinary war expenditures of the 
government made it necessary to in- 
erease very appreciably the amount 
of currency, while the gold reserve 
could not be correspondingly ex- 
panded, This was legally effected 
through the Emergency Act of Aug- 
ust, 1914, which suspended the re- 
demption in gold of Dominion notes 
and the banks on deposit by them 
cf approved securities. Consequently 
whereas before ‘the war 83 per cent. 
of the Dominion note issue was cov 
ered by gold, less than 40 per cent. is 
se protected at the present time. In 
the second place, since virtually all 
countries except the U. S. and Japan 
now maintain an embargo on gold, no 
consignments of gold are available 
from countries like Great Britain, 
Roumania and Greece, to which Can- 
ada has extended war or export cred- 
its. Until, therefore, the Dominion 
government is able out of surplus 
revenues to retire a proportion of her 
currency notes, or increase her gold 
reserve by extensive purchases from 
Canadian gold mines, and until gold 
can frow from debtor countries, the 
Canadian dollar cannot return~to a 
gold basis or parity with the Ameri- 
can dollar, and must nevessarily, in 
the meantime, remain at a discount in 
terms of the latter. Fortunately for 
Canada, however, the increasing out- 
put of the new Ontario gold mines, 
not only produces a valuable export 
commodity, but makes it possible for 
the treasury, while enjoying the roy- 
alties, to purchase its gold without 
adding to Canada’s foreign indebted- 
ness, 

(3) The device to which Canadians 
are chiefly resorting as a means of 
lowering the exchange rate is, para- 
doxically enough, the increasing of 
our ultimate indebtedness to the U. 
S.; that is, the obtaining of credits in 
that country through exporting secur- 
ities thither. The virtual closing of

CONFIDENT 


TORONTO, Ont., Nov. 8.—United 
Farmers of Ontario, having experi 
enced a taste of power in the Pro- 
vincial legislature, cast longing eyes 
in the direction of Ottawa and are 
confident: that at the forthcoming 
election their tandidates will be re- 
turned for more than half of the &2 
Ontario seats in the Dominion House. 
J. J. Morrison, secretary of the United 
Farmers, one of the pioneers of the 
movement and one of the “Big Three” 
of the Agrarian movement in the 
Dominion, says that he has every rea- 
son to believe that at least 40, pos- 
sibly 50, farmers would be successful 
in Ontario next December. 

“Everything is looking good for us,” 
said Mr. Morrison. “It is too early 
to make any accurate estimate, but 
the prospects are as rosy as we could 
possibly desire. It would not surprise 
me in the least to see the farmers 
carrying 50 seats, with the two old 
line parties dividing the other 30 
seats about evenly. The great factor 
in this election will be the women’s 
vote, and I think we will do well so 
far as that is concerned. 

So much for the Farmers. The Con 
servatives are, however, equally sang- 
uine. At the Toronto headquarters 
the correspondent was told that the} 
recent reports from the constituencies 
that at least 50 Conservatives would 
be returned. Conserva‘ives even went 
as far as to state that there were only 
about three safe Liberal seats in the 
entire Province and that the real ficht 
was between the Conservatives and 
the Farmers, with the chances all in 
favor of the Conservatives. 

One thing is certain: If the Meig- 
hen government candidates are to do 
well anywhere in the Dominion, they 
certainly must do well in Ontario. 
Here, particularly in the urban dis- 
tricts, the tariff is the main issue, 
Manufacturers are clamoring loudly 
for a tariff which will adequately pro- 
tect Ontario industries.

On the whole the present discount 
on the Canadian dollar is not alto 
gether to the country’s disadvantage 
however disagreeable it may be to 
Canadian importers or Canadians 
travelling in America, The discount 
itself serves as an additional protec- 
tion to all Canadian producers, while 
at the same time it offers an additional 
inducement to American purchasing 
and to American tourists travelling in 
Canada, It tends further to encour 
U. S. investors to reinvest their divi- 
dends in Canada instead of accepting 
the discounted remittance. It pro- 
duces, moreover, a wholesome national 
disciplinary effect in checking extrav- 
agant importations, in stjmulating the 
Canadian people to greater economy 
and larger development of home re- 
sources; and to more aggressive ef- 
forts for export outlets, 

The exchange rate of the Canadian 
dollar, it will thus be seen, is not a 
matter within Canada’s sole control 
but is largely an inevitable reflex of 
the general international economic 
dislocation, At the same time it 
should not be forgotten that while our 
dollar stands at a discount in terms of 
the American, it commands a prem- 
ium in relation to nearly all other na

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BRITAN’S NEED 


« OF LARGE FLEET 


Admiral eBatty Tells Chicago Audi- 
ence His Hopes of the 
Conference 


CHICAGO, Nov 4.—Expressing the 
conviction that Great Britain and the} 
United States must stand together 
“for fellowship’s sake,” Admiral Lord 
Beatty, first sea lord of the British 
admiralty, in an address before the 
Commerc club here lest night, as-| 
serted that if the two Great English 
speaking nations did keep togetha) 
they had nothing to fear in the world. 

Speaking of the coming conference 
on limitation of armaments, Admiral 
Beatty said: | 

“ Tam full of hope and desire that 
great things.shall come out of it. It} 
is impossible to think that represen-} 
tative of all the great countries who | 
are going to assemble and will 
there and discuss the various ques- 
tions frankly and honestly will be} 
unable to find a solution. Sure 
formula can be devised which will r 
duce the great burdens which now lie 
upon the peoples and enable our coun 
tries to re-establish the industries of 
peace and the contentment of 
kind.” 

Referring to the part of the Brit- 
ish navy in winning the world war, 
Admiral Beatty asserted that Gre 
Britain must also have a large fleet in 
peace times, pointing out that if Gr 
Britain were cut off from the rest of 
the world “she woud be starved 
submission in six weeks’ time.”

MOURNS HARA 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 5.—The Jap- 
anese delegation to the armament con- 
ference was thrown into sorrow and 
confusion, and official Washington in- 
cluding the delegates from other lands 
to the conference, was profoundly 
shocked by the announcement from 
Tokio that Takashi Hara, the Japan- 
premier, had been assassinated. 
Admiral Biren, the .ranking member 
of the delegation and the premier’s in- 
timate friend, was so affected by the 
announcement that he burst into 
tears—something unusual for a Jap- 
anese, who is trained from childhood 
to conceal his emotions. 

President Harding expressed his 
horror at the outrage. It was an un 
happy discordant note, he said, in @ 
statement at a time when all were 
seeking to come to sit around the 
conference table and add to the good 
understanding and goodwill through-

Secretary of State 
Hughes went immediately to the Jap- 
anese embassy and expressed con-

However, while all these markings 
are good, and will not result in the 
ballot being rejected, it is much safer 
and simpler to mark the ballot paper 
with an unmistakable cross opposite 
the name of the candidate for whom 
the voter wishes to vote. 

Ballots are bad which are marked 
as follows, it is pointed out by an au 
thority in the Election Act: 

(1).A single stroke instead of a 
cross, 

(2) Two single strokes not cross 
ing. 

(3) A ballot with the candidate's 
name written thereon in addition to 
the cross. 

(4) Ballots marked with a number 
of lines. 


(5) Ballots with a cross for each | 


candidate. 

(6) All ballots on which there is 
any writing or mark by which the 
voter can be identified. 

The procedure for the voter to fol 
low on reaching the polling station is 
simple. At the door of the station his 
cr her name will be checked on the 
list by one of the agents posted there.
